British Army To Be 
Slashed By 300,000

MINISTER’S ESTIMATES | 


London, Feb. 22.—Britain’s Army will have 
300,000 fewer men next year, the War Minister, Mr 
. Emanuel Shinwell, disclosed today. Its costs will be 
slashed by £300,000. Army Estimates published to- 
day showed that the maximum number of officers 
and troops to be maintained in 1949-50 would be 


last year’s £305 million:

Though the net 
estimate of expenditure was reduced 
vy. £300,000, the gross estimate— 
that is expenses before deduction 
of vurlous assets—showed a sub- 
stantial inerease.’

200,000 — for 1949-50— £ 16,100,000 
more. This was largely due, Mr 
Shinwell explained, to continuing 
overseas commilments.

Barter ttems include peanuts, oll, 
rice, cotton cloths, bristles and sold, 
including bullion and gold articles or 
ornaments. These are exchangeable 
only for import goods such ns raw 
materials for war production, arms 
and ammunition, instruntents for pro- 
duction and building of communica- 
tions and reconstruction materials, 
which will be allowed in duty free. 

Controlled exports jnclude food- 
stuffs, yellow tobacco, silk, bean oil 
and frult. . 

Under the import = regulations, 
there are 12 items listed as special- 
taxed imports.

New. York,, Fob. 22.— 
Leaders of America’s retail 
distribution systern say United 
States shop keepers must aid 
the European Recovery Plan 
by increasing imports from 
Europe. 

Frankly admitting that this {ts a 
reversal of the traditional import 
policy of the retailer, Industry 
leaders outline practical measures to 
do this, but stress that Europenn 
producers must do thelr part. 

More than 6,000 representative 
retailers heard this new policy 
pressed home at, the 38th annual 
convention here of the National 
Retail Dry Goods Association, 

“The “American — retniler—who 
operntes a corner grocery or f 
gigantic department — store — has 
come of age and should begin to 
act his age,” said Fred Lazarus, Jr, 
|. President of Federated Department 
Stores Inc, 

Expressing deep interest In all 
“techniques for stimulating an exe 
change of the products of modern 
industry across national frontiers,” 
Mr Lazarus sald: 1 

“We want to be in a position to 
place before our customers the pro- 
ducts ‘peculiar to other nations, in 
order that they may exercise the 
widest possible choice in shaping 
their day to day lives.” 

Other spenkers emphasised that 

if imports from Europe were to be 
incrensed, present trade practices 
must be “modernised .and stream- 
lined.” : 
. First of all, they 
Europe must mike n sincere effort 
to use the United States os a market 
and meet its buying requirements. 
One suggestion was that an Inter- 
national Associntlon of Merchants 
be formed with national groups in 
England, France and Waly and other 
countries to work with American 
retailers —Assoclated Press. :
